This is what he wrote about his

The Associated Press writer added the 
following explanation of Dr. }icCord’s 
interest: “After a survey of food and 
feeding habits among industrial work- 
ers, Dr. MoCord decided that the tops 
of turnips, boiled up like spinach, had 
done more to promote health in the.

Turnip greens waded with some meat 
is a rich source of food supply, particu- 
larly if the juice is eaten. The mixture 
is reasonably high in fats and carbo- 
hydrates, contains some -protein. It 
is rich in needed minerals and in vita- 
mins. It is a bulky food. Vinegar is 
generally added to the dish, and that 
gives the acidity, craved in hot weather 
and so necessary in that season to pro- 
tect the eater against the summer time 
intestinal infections. Turnip greens are 
commonly eaten with bread, and the 
combination supplies about all _ the 
needed food elements. There is no 
justification for eating turnips and 
throwing the tops away, since the tops 
are more wholesome than the roots and, 
properly cooked, taste better..

-BRITISH NAVAL POLICY. 

Chicago, July 30.—The real Geneva 
controversy -is based on oversea trade 
rivalry. The British have always, since 
the beginning of history, vanquished 
their trade rivals. : 

First—Spain. After the discovery of 
the new world, Spain began sending ship- 
loads of treasure from Mexico and Peru 
to the home country. Spain built up a 
large merchant marine to carry this 
treasuré and a Spanish navy to protect 
it. The British pirates and buccaneers 
[Drake and Morgan] were encouraged to 
loot the |Spanish convoys. Finally the 
British government made war, and the 
Spanish armada was defeated in 1588. 
This vanquished Spain as an oversea 
rade rival. 


d—Holland. The Dutch now be-. 


came’ a great. maritime power. The 
British forced three wars on the Dutch 
and vanquished another rival in 1673, 
The heroic Dutch admirals [Tromp and 
DeRuyter] did wonderful work, but the 
Dutch were [during the third war] at- 
tacked on land by the French and at sea 
by the British. The Dutch were a fine, 
peace loving people, but envious rivals 
would not let them exist as a first class 
power, When some Englishmen wanted 
to explain the reason of these Dutch 
wats, Monk [the English fleet command- 
er] said: “ What matters this or that 


reason? What we want is more of the 
trade whijch the Dutch now have.” 
Third—France. The French now became 
serious rivals of the British at sea. Dur- 
ing the seven years’ war (1756-1763], the 
British beat the French very badly. Our 
young Americal colony developed sea 
power during this war and helped the 
mother country very much. During our 
war for independence the French helped 
us merely to revenge their defeat during 
the seven years’ war. However, at the 
battle of Trafalgar [1805]. the British 
vanquished another sea trade rival, 
Fourth — Germany. Germany [by 
1914], was rapidly becoming a serious 
sea. trade rival, as well as a serious 
naval power rival due to the construction 
of a merchant marine and a fleet. This 
great rival was not vanquished in a 
great sea fight, as Jellicoe would not 
fight at Jutland. He saved his fleet 
in order to preserve England as the 
first sea power. Had Jellicoe dashed in 
and sunk the entire German fleet [prob- 
ably losing half his own], England 
therefore would have come out with a 
second na The United States had not 
yet decided on which side of the war 
she would enter. [This is the writer's 
idea. Jellicoe carried a heavy responsi- 
bility, for he had to choose between 
becoming a second Nelson or preserving 
his fleet, thus insuring the safety of the 
empire.}] The German fleet was de- 
stroyed by the treaty of Versailles in 
1919, while the merchant marine was 
turned largely over to England. Eng- 
land blundered in this turnover of the 
merchant to England, as it resulted in 
the starting up of Germ#h shipyards, 
gave employment to German working- 
men, and provided Germany with a fine 
new merchant marine. England had a
